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Introduction 

In educational" planning;, the noeds and aspirations of the 
students that the educational system is to serve are or* major 
importance. In creating the Kansas Master Planning Commission, 
the State Le.-Tiislature recognized this factor by specifically 
charging the Commission with the task of projecting ". . . the 
educational needs of Kansas students ... in this middle educa- 
tional level through the mid 1980»3."'' This task was completed 
and the results appeared in Planning R3port Number 3 published in 
March of 1972 under the title of: Student Needs, Aspirations , and 
Accompli shraents ; Essential Ingredients in State Planning; for Post- 
secondary Education . 

The original charge to the Master Planning Commission did not 
include consideration of the six state colleges and universities 
under the Board of Refjonts . In April of 1972, the charge was 
enlarged to include these six institutions. In viewing the 
previous survey studies completed, it vas judged that one in- 
gredient was missinf?, namely: an appraisal by the students in 
these colleges and universities ;of t^ie education they had received. 
As a consequence, t\:o survey • instruments were developed: 

1 . INQUIRY TO 1 072 SENIORS ATTEtTOING THE SIX KANSAS COLLEGES 
- AND UNIVERSITIES. UNDER THE BOARD OP REGENTS. 

2. INQUIRY TO THE 1967 GRADUATES OF THE SIX KANSAS COLLEGES

The Hosults 

Table Z shoi s the responses .of the 1972 seniors for the six 
colleges and universities as a ^roup to the ninoty items of the 
Inquiry. Separate compilations were made for each school and 
these were made available to the: (1 ) Master Planning Corrtmission^ 
(2) Board of Regents, and (3) Presidents .and Chancellor of tTie six

Although an examination of the results for 
Table 2 is worthv;hile, the follovving statements 
highlight the responses of the seniors. 

1 . About 56 percent of the^ seniors came directly to these 
state schools from high school and another 21 percent came to 
these schools from a junior college. 

2. About 21 percent of the seniors attended a Kansas com- 
munity junior college before entering these state schools and 
about 52 percent of these seniors had received an associate of 
arts degree . 

3. About ij.6 percent of those who had attended a junior 
college regarded their preparation for work in these state schools 
as- Very good" or "superior," whereas only about 19 percent 
regarded their preparation as "very inferior" or "inferior." 

I4.. About 50 percent of the seniors said they had attended 
these state schools for at least eight semesters and the balance 
had attended these state schools less than eight semesters. 



5. About 29 percent of the seniors indicated that their 
fathers had one or more college degrees and about 21 percent re- 
ported the same for their mothers . 

6. About 25 percent of the seniors estimated the yearly 
income of the parental family to be in the bracket ranging from 
$10,000 to $15^000. About 3'' percent reported the yearly incoms 
of the parental family to be belox^J cpl 0,000 and another 31 percent 
reported it to be above $15,000. 

?• About 50 percent of the seniors said they intend to con- 
tinue their education at the graduate level and of those about 
66 percent said thoy plan to attend a public state college or 
university. About 29 percent indicated that they v/ere "undecided" 
regardinfl^ additional education beyond the four-year level. 

8. About 1^0 percent of the seniors said they intend to ob- 
tain a master's degree and another 18 percent said they intend to 
obtain a degree higher than the master's degree. 

9* About 62 percent of the seniors indicated they plan 
"definitely" or "probably" to work in Kansas after graduation, 
ix-heroas the percentage for "probably not" or "definitely not" was 
about 38. 

10. About 55 percent of the seniors said they plan "definitely" 
or "probably" to be involved in community service, local govern- 
ment, or other kinds of civic leadership or responsibility. About 
1+5 percent responded to this item with "probably not" or "definitely 
not." 
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11. About 95 percent of tho seniors said they "definitely" or 
"probably" intend to continue active learning on an .independent 
basis . 

12. About 9k percent of the seniors said they ''definitely" or 
"probably" will be committed to achieving as much professional 
e.xcell:ince as their talents vjill permit. . 

13. About 73 percent of the seniors said they "definitely" or 
"probably" will be involved in individual or group efforts to 
correct social injustices, wheroas about^^S percent responded to 
this item T'/ith "probably not" or "definitely not." 

1i].. The seniors i^ere asked to rate their colleges or uni- 
versities on a five-point scale for sixteen items • Tho first 
percenta<T;e follovjinf]; each item indicates "very good" or "superior" 
and the second percentage indicates "very inferior" or "inferior."

In terms of the sixteen items, the reactions of the scnioi^s 

were more positive than negative on fourteen of the items or a 

greater percentage of the seniors used the ratirvjs "very good" or 

"superior" than v;as the case with the ratings "very inferior" or 

"inferior." 

15» About 32 percent of the seniors rated the library hold- 
ings of the colleges and universities as "very adequate" for study 
in their major v/hile 23 percent used the rating "inadequate." 

16. About 38 percent of the seniors rated the library hold- 
ings as "very adequate" for study in general education while 15 
percent used the rating "inadequate." 

17* The seniors were asked to describe the psychological 
climate or atmosphere of their colleges and universities using a 
three-point scale for seven items. The first percentage follox\^ing 
an item is for the term "quite descriptive" and the second per- 
centage is for the term "not descriptive." The percentages for the 
seven items are:

The 
first percentage following; an item is for the percentage of stu- 
dents using the terms "definitely true" or "more true than false*' 
and the second percentar^o is for the terms "more false than true" 
or "definitely f alse ♦ " The percentages for the sovert items arc:

C. Classes are run in a very informal manner: 63 percent 
and 37 percent.

19. About 28 percent of the seniors had a "major concern" 
about financing their education while 28 percent had "no concern." 
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20. The seniors wer,^ asked to indicate the contribution of 
nine sources for defraying the expenses of their education usin;; a 
three-point scale. In terms of "major source" of expenses, the 
rank order of the nine items were: 

1. Parental or family aid: ^2.1 percent, 

2. Summer work: 51*3 percent* 

3. Work durinfj the school year: 30.9 percent. 
Personal savings: 26 percent f 
Repayable *loann: 23.8 percent.

21 . The seniors v/ere asked to describe the preparation they 
received at the colleges and universities relative to seventeen 
items concerned with competencies, skills, and understandings using 
a three-point scale. The first percentage following an item is 
for the percentage of students using the term "strong" and the 
second percentage is for the term "weak." The percentages for the 
seventeen items are:

Kansas should provide more state aid for the colleges 
and universities* 
2. About 57 percent of those replying "yes" to the 

previous question felt that the aid should he given 
by 3oine formula v/hich takes into account the propor- 
tion of Kansans enrolled in these institutions* 
3* About 82 percent of the seniors felt that the State 
of Kansas should provide special funds to reduce 
student fees for Kansas residents who can demonstrate 
financial need* 
23* About 89 percent. of the seniors felt they had had an 
inspirational teacher who was a recognised teacher of excellence 
in his or her field. 

2l|.. About 39 percent of the seniors rated -the town (in vhich 
the school is located) and its people as to friendliness and con- 
sideration of students '„„nee:ds .as "considerably^ abov_e_averago'L or 
"somei-:hat above average" v;hil3 3I percent used the descriptions 
"considerably belovj average" and* "somewhat beloxv' average." 

25* The seniors who spent their first and second year at 
these colleges and universities were asked to coi?5>arc the teaching 
assistants they had with regular faculty members. About 21 percent 
used the terms "superior" or "very good" and about 29 percent used 
the terms "very inferior" or "inferior." About 15 percent of the 
seniors did not know if they had had a teaching assistant for an 
instructor. 
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Suiiimary 

It is apparent from the statements intended to highlight the 
results and the data in Table 2, that the 1972 seniors in the six 
state colleges and universities und^r the Board of Regents had 
positive feelings about the education and training they had received 
during the time thoy had attended these institutions. 

It must be pointed out that not only did the students feel that 
the faculty members wore compete n^*" in their fields but also that 
teaching vias not a lou-priority item among the faculty mombors* 

It v^as also evident from the results that a goodly portion ef 
the seniors planned on leaving the Stat.o of Kansas fDr %'ork after 
graduation. Some of these were, of course, out-of-stato students. 

A goodly portion of the seniors said they Kill bo involved in 
efforts to correct social injustices which indicates that the 
instruction received and the contact with other students and 
faculty members was operational in the "affective" domain. 

It was evident from the findings that counseling with regard 
to personal and academic problems could stand improvement. 

Since three-fourths of the seniors said they had had a "major 
concern" or "some concern" about fincnces, any lessening of 
financial aid to students would not be in order. 

Almost all the seniors felt that the state's contribution 
to the colleges and universities needs to be increased and that 
aid to needy students should be augmented. 

Although it is not apparent from Table 2, sharp differences 
in response to many of the items in the questionnaire existed

among the six schools. For examplo, it ivas ovident that the six 
colleges and universities cater to somev/hat different student 
populations and that some of the institutions xvere deficient on 
several items when compared with the group of six schools as a 
whole. The results of this study, therefore, might be used to 
upgrade some areas of endeavor in some or all of the schools.
